few years ago a gentleman left Chicago for California 
int. Hope of bettering his condition. He and his wife were 
fervent Catholics, but were not blessed with any children, 
They promised to do something for religion with whatever 
fortune might come to them, and God gave them unlookedfor 
success. 

So grateful are the couple that they have decided not to 

wait to leave their money by Will, but to devote at least one- 
half of it right now to meet a pressing national religious 
need. 
Near Long Beach, Cal., where the couple now live, they 
were brought face to face with thousands of Mexicans who, 
owing to scarcity of priests and sisters, cannot be properly 
looked after by the Catholic Church. On the other hand, 
they observed great activity among several sects of Protes- 
tantism which are ministering to them. 

Taking note that this same condition exists from 
Brownsville, Texas, to the city of Los Angeles, a stretch of 
some 2000 miles, where hundreds of thousands of poor *Mexi- 
cans eke out a scanty living, the pious couple decided that 
they would give $50,000 towards the erection of a House for 
the training of Catechists for this field, provided that OUR 
SUNDAY VISITOR would take the institution under its 
wing and insure its maintenance. 

Believing that this man was inspired to promote this 
form of mission activity we consented to his proposal, and 
have invited a Chicago priest, who for some years has been 
training Catechists for work among the poor Mexicans of 
New Mexico, to move his headquarters to this proposed insti- 
tution, and make it the Motherhouse. The Archbishop of 
Chicago has graciously consented to release the priest for 
euch work. For many years, OUR SUNDAY VISITOR has 
been maintaining about twelve schools along the Rio Grande, 
in which children of Mexicans are receiving a religious train- 
ing, and our observation has proved to us that greater atten- 
tion to the Mexicans along the southern borderland is the 
need of the hour. The Catholics of El Paso and Corpus 
Christi, Texas, are nine-tenths Mexicans, who, besides being 
quite a drain on the slender income of the diocese, are.the 
objects of propaganda on the part of several Protestant or- 
ganizations. They are expending hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to ween these neglected people away from the Catho- 
lic Church, to which they belong by baptism, but about which 
they naturally know little. 

The Catechists who are now under training for this 
work are affiliated with a semi-religious Congregation known 
as “The Society of Missionary Catechists of Our Lady of 
Victory.” They wear a neat dark blue uniform, instead 
of a habit. They are trained spiritually in a Novitiate last- 
ing nearly one year, where they are also instructed in prac- 
tical nursing and sociology. Of course, they are taught 
Spanish. After their novitiate the ladies will have prepara- 
tory experience in catechist and social service work in and 
about the great industrial center of Gary, where there are 
several thousand Spaniards and Mexicans. This second 
year completes their period of preparation. Then they will 
be sent to their 


permanent southern field where, of course, 
they will live the simple community life, while they instruct 
children, visit the homes of Mexicans, nurse the sick, and pre- 
pare local catechists to continue the good work they will 
Start, so that they may move to another nearby neglected 
center. According to their Rule, these ladies may spend one 
month at home out of each year, and may go home to nurse
